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Vtave ofpipe bombstargete Democrats, CNN in tenor-by-mail

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 

wave of pipe-bomb at¬ 
tacks by mail targeted Hil¬ 
lary Clinton, former Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama, other 
prominent Democrats and 
CNN but was thwarted 
without physical harm in 
an anxiety-filled day that 
deepened political ten¬ 
sions and fears two weeks 
before national midterm 
elections. 

None of the bombs deto¬ 
nated Wednesday as law 
enforcement took them 
away for examination and 
disposal. 

Ihe first crude bomb to 
be discovered had been 
delivered Monday to the 
suburban New York com¬ 
pound of George Soros, a 
liberal billionaire and major 
contributor to Democratic 
causes

The targets of the bombs 
were some of the figures 
most frequently criticized 
by President Dona Id Trump, 
who still assails Clinton at 
rallies while supporters 
chant "lock her up" — two 


years after he defeated 
her and she largely left 
the political scene. Trump 
accuses Soros of paying 
protesters and singles out 
cable news network CNN 
ashe rails against the 'fake 
news" media. 

The attacks overtook other 
news in an already-tense 
political season that could 
reshape Congress and 
serve as a referendum on 
the firsttwo yearsof Trump's 
presidency. The actions, 
which caused panicked 
building evacuations and 
reports of additional ex¬ 
plosives that later proved 
unfounded, are bound to 
add to fearsthat overheat¬ 
ed rhetoric could lead to 
deadly violence asthe par¬ 
ties engage in bitter fights 
over immigration, the Su¬ 
preme Court and the treat¬ 
ment of women. 

The White House con¬ 
demned the attacksaimed 
at Democrats and other 
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perceived foes of the ad¬ 
ministration. 

"Acts or threats of political 
violence have no place in 
the United States," Trump 
said. 'This egregious con¬ 
duct isabhoment." 

Other Republican leaders 
said the same. But Demo¬ 
cratic Senate and House 
leaders Chuck Schumer 
of New York and Nancy 
Pelosi of California said 
such words "ring hollow" 
when coming from Trump. 
They noted the president's 
recent praise of a GOP 
congressman who body- 
slammed a reporteramong 
other Trump statements. 
Law enforcement officials 
said a II the packages were 
similar: manila envelopes 
with bubble-wrap interior 
bearing six stamps and the 
return address of Florida 
Rep. Schultz. She is the for¬ 
mer chairwoman of the 
Democratic National Com¬ 
mittee who was accused 
by Clinton rivals of secretly 
helping the party's eventu¬ 
al presidential nominee. 

The package intended for 
Holder had the wrong ad¬ 
dress and was forwarded 
to Wasserman Schultz. 

The devicesall were sent to 
an FBI lab in Virginia to be 
studied. Officials provided 
no details on a possible sus¬ 
pect or motive. 

'Suffice it to say, it appears 
an individual or individu¬ 
als sent out multiple, simi¬ 
lar packages," said John 
Miller, the New York Police 
Department's head of intel¬ 
ligence and counterterror¬ 
ism, who briefed reporters. 
The U.S. Secret Service in¬ 
tercepted a bomb that 
was addressed to Hillary 
Clinton atthe Chappaqua, 
New York, home she shares 
with former President Bill 
Clinton, and another that 
was sent to Obama at his 
home in Washington. 

A police bomb squad re¬ 
moved still another from 
CNN's New York office, 
which wasevacuated. The 
CNN package was ad¬ 
dressed to former CIA Di¬ 
rector John Brennan, who 
has publicly clashed with 
Trump and isa regulartele- 
vision contributor. 

Overhead "IV shots showed 
a truck carrying that de¬ 
vice being driven away. 
The package sent to CNN 
contained a live explo¬ 
sive, with wires and a black 
pipe, and an envelope 


with white powder, officials 
said. The powder was be¬ 
ing tested. 

Democratic Rep. Maxine 
Waters of California said 
her Washington office, too, 
was the target of a suspi¬ 
cious package, though it 
wasn't immediately clear if 
that device was related to 
the others. An FBI statement 
Wednesday afternoon did 
not include Waters, whom 
the president has denigrat¬ 
ed as a "low-IQ individual," 
among the intended tar¬ 
gets 

New York Gov. Andrew 
Cuomo said his office re¬ 
ceived a similar package, 
but New York police of¬ 
ficials said the office was 
cleared and no device 
wasfound. 

Cuomo said at a briefing 
that "we will not a How these 
terrorist thugs to change 
the way we live our lives" 
NeitherClinton norObama 
received the packages 
sent to them, and neither 
was at risk because of 
screening procedures, the 
Secret Service said. 

White House press secre¬ 
tary Sarah Sanders said in 
a statement, 'These terror¬ 
izing acts are despicable, 
and anyone responsible 
will be held accountable 
to the fullest extent of the 
law." 

But while stopping short of 
blaming Trump's rhetoric 
for inspiring the attacks, 
Jeff ZUcker, the president 
of CNN Worldwide, con¬ 
tended there was a 'total 
and complete lack of un¬ 
derstanding at the White 
House about the serious¬ 
ness of their continued at- 
tackson the media." 

'The president, and espe¬ 
cially the White House press 
secretary, should under¬ 
stand their words matter. 
Thus far, they have shown 
no comprehension of that," 
he said. 

Hillary Clinton was attend¬ 
ing campaign events for 
Democrats in Florida and 
was not at the family's 
New York residence when 
the bomb was intercept¬ 
ed. But Bill Clinton was at 
the family's Chappaqua 
home, said a person famil¬ 
iar with his schedule. The 
person said the device was 
screened at a Westchester 
County facility — not near 
their residence — and nev¬ 
er reached the Clintons' 
home.Q

WASHINGTON (AP) — La rge 

majorities of young Ameri¬ 
ca nswantto see an expan¬ 
sion of government servic¬ 
es, including a single-payer 
health cane program, ac¬ 
cording to a new poll by 
The Associated Press-NORC 
Centerfor Public Affairs Re¬ 
search and MTV. 

According to the poll, 69 
percent of young Ameri¬ 
cans between the ages of 
15 and 34 favor a national 
health plan, known asa sin¬ 
gle-payer program. Eighty- 
eight percent of young 
Democrats and 40 percent 
of young Republicansfavor 
a government-run health 
insurance program, ac¬ 
cording to the poll. Roughly 
two-thirds of young inde¬ 
pendents a re in favor. 
Young Americans called 
health care a very im¬ 
portant issue in deciding 
how to vote. Sixty-two per¬ 
cent of those who will be 
old enough to vote in the 
midterms rated it as such. 
That's the most who said 
the sa me of a ny issue in the 
poll, including immigration 
and the economy. 
Thirty-three-year-old Jas¬ 
mine Miller, of Detroit, said 


that she pays $800 a month 
for health insurance to cov¬ 
er herself and her son. Mill¬ 
er, who describes herself as 
a humanitarian, said that 
health care is among the is- 
suesshe cares a bout most. 
"It should be a universal 
standard for health care," 
said Miller, who prefers 
Democrats. "If we do have 
to pay deductibles, at least 
let our premiums be lower." 
Christopher Edwards, 28, 
of Columbia, Missouri, said 
health care was among 
the most important issues 
for him as he looks ahead 
to the midterms. 

"People sometimes get sick, 
and sometimes medicine is 
what they need," said Ed¬ 
wards, who described him¬ 
self asa moderate Demo¬ 
crat. 

Majorities of young Ameri¬ 
cans also favor othertypes 
of expansion of govern¬ 
ment service, including free 
public college and trade 
school. Sixty-six percent of 
young Americans say they 
support free public college 
tuition. Seventy-nine per¬ 
cent of young Democrats 
and 39 percent of young 
Republicans are in favor. 
Among independents, 72 


percent said they support¬ 
ed free tuition. 

Younger people typically 
do nottum out for midterm 
elections in great numbers. 
According to the new poll, 
more than half of young 
voters say voting in the up¬ 
coming midterms is very im¬ 
portant, but just 32 percent 
of those who will be old 
enough say they're certain 
to casta ballot. 

Jannette Ramirez, 27, of 
Winter Haven, Florida, said 
she would "probably" vote 
in November's elections, 


but she was unsure how 
much impact her vote 
would have. 

"I can vote all day long, ev¬ 
eryday, 30timesa day and 
still my opinion wouldn't 
matter," said Ramirez, who 
described herself as a po¬ 
litical moderate. 

Liberal Democrats are 
more excited than other 
young people about par¬ 
ticipating in the political 
process, according to the 
poll. Seventy-six percent 
said they are reading and 
watching news about No¬ 


vember's elections, com¬ 
pared with 58 percent of 
young Americans overall. 
Simila liy, 71 percent of liber¬ 
al young Democrats called 
voting in the midterms very 
important, compared with 
54 percent of young Ameri- 
cansoverall. 

Miller, who isa taxpreparer, 
said that while she will ab¬ 
solutely vote in November's 
election, she's frustrated by 
the tone of politicstoday. 
"It's more like a big high 
school argument," she 
saidO

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

Federal immigration and 
health officials were blind¬ 
sided by President Donald 
Trump's "zero tolerance" 
policy on migrants crossing 
the southwest border, trig¬ 
gering a cascade of prob¬ 
lems as agenc ies struggled 
with the fallout from family 
separations, congressional 
investigators said in a criti¬ 
cal report issued Wednes¬ 
day. 

The investigation by the 
nonpartisan Government 
Accountability Office dis¬ 
sects the consequences of 
launching a major policy 
change without consult¬ 
ing with the agencies that 
have to carry it out. The re¬ 
port makes no recommen¬ 
dations as it reconstructs a 
turbulent episode for the 
Trump administration. 

With the White House con¬ 
sidering tougher immigra¬ 
tion measuresasa caravan 
of migrants slowly heads 
north from Central Ameri¬ 
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ca, the GAO report stands 
asa cautionary tale. 
"Officials told us that the 
agencies did not take spe¬ 
cific planning steps be¬ 
cause they did not have 
advance notice,"the GAO 
found. 'Officials we inter¬ 
viewed stated that they 
became aware of the 
April 2018 ('zero-tolerance') 
memo when it was an¬ 
nounced publicly." 

On April 6, Trump issued 
an executive order direct¬ 
ing an end to "catch and 
release" at the bonder, a 
practice whereby migrants 
could be admitted into the 
country temporarily while 
their immigration claims 
were pending. That day, 
Attorney General Jeff Ses¬ 
sions ordered federal pros¬ 
ecutors to adopt a "zero 
tolerance policy"forborder 
crossers. Parents placed 
into criminal custody could 
not keep their children with 
them, so families were split. 
The report focuses on 
Homeland Security agen¬ 
cies such as Immigration 
and Customs Enforcement 
and the Border Patrol, part 
of U.S. Customs and Border 
Protection, along with the 
Health and Human Services 
Office of Refugee Resettle¬ 
ment, orORR, which tradi¬ 
tionally has had responsibil¬ 
ity for providing shelter for 
unaccompanied minors 
detained atthe border. 

The HHSagency had a far 
different task this time be¬ 
cause the children were 
deemed "unaccompanied 
minors" after the govern¬ 
ment had separated them 
from their pa rents Previous¬ 
ly the refugee office was 
used to dealing with minors 
who arrived at the border 
alone. There was another 
important difference: Many 
children who were separat¬ 
ed from their parents were 
considerably youngerthan 
the teens and pre-teens 
ORR normally attended to. 
"Shelters converted space 
previously used for class¬ 
rooms for older children to 
be space for children un¬ 
derage 5, with one shelter 
adding cribs, smallertables 
and chairs, and toys ap¬ 
propriate for younger chil¬ 
dren,"the report noted. 

The GAO found at least 103 
children under the age of 


4. 

Under blistering political 
pressure, Trump ultimately 
rescinded family separa¬ 
tion. A federal court or¬ 
dered the government to 
reunite fa miliesand provide 
re g u la r p no g re ss re p o rts. 

But the agencies still had 
a problem: Their computer 
systems often did not flag 
when a child was separat¬ 
ed from his or her parents 
Asa result, it wasn't always 
possible to verify that cru¬ 
cial fact. ORR said that 
Homeland Security some¬ 
times did not provide the 
information. 

Before the agencies made 
changes "data systems did 
not include a designated 
field to indicate that a child 
was unaccompanied asa 
result of being separated 
from his or her parent," the 
GAO found. 

The GAO said administra¬ 
tion officials as of Sept. 10 
identified 2,654 children 
who were covered by the 
court order reuniting fami¬ 
lies. However, that number 
doesn't include all the chil¬ 
dren affected, because 
not all families were cov¬ 
ered by the court order. 

The report found that 2,217 
children who were part of 
the court case had been 
released from federal cus¬ 
tody as of Sept. 10. About 
90 percent of them reunit¬ 
ed with a parent, although 
some were placed with 
sponsorsAccording to a re¬ 
cent report from the Ameri¬ 
can Civil Liberties Union 
about 250 children are still 
in government custody. 

In a formal response to the 
GAO report, Homeland Se¬ 
curity highlighted progress 
reuniting families, improve¬ 
ments to its computer sys¬ 
tems and better coordina¬ 
tion with health officials 
HHS did not provide a for¬ 
mal response. 

Rep. Frank Pallone, D-N.J., 
who requested the GAO in¬ 
vestigation, said in a state- 
mentthatitpaintsa picture 
of chaos and lack of inter¬ 
nal communication within 
the Republican president's 
administration. 

'The gross failures detailed 
in this report will be long re¬ 
membered, but hopefully 
never repeated," Pallone

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6 c hildren dead, 12 sic k in viral outbreak at rehab center

A severe viral outbreak at 
a New J ersey rehabilitation 
c e nte rfo r "med ic a lly fra g ile 
children" has left six young¬ 
sters dead and 12 others 
sick, the state Health De¬ 
partment said Tuesday. 
There have been 18 cases 
of adenovirus at the Wa- 
naque Center for Nurs¬ 
ing and Rehabilitation in 
Haskell, about 30 miles (50 
kilometers) northwest of 
New York, the New Jersey 
Health Department said in 
a statement. 

The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention 
said in an email that it is 
providing technical assis¬ 
tance to the state. In the 
past 10 years, cases of se¬ 
vere illness and death from 
the type of infection found 
atthe facility have been re¬ 
ported in the United States, 
said CDC spokeswoman 
Kate Fowlie in an email, 
though it's unclear how 
many deaths there have 
been. 

The strain afflicting the chil¬ 
dren is usually associated 
with acute respiratory ill¬ 
ness, according to the 
CDC, which on its website 
instructs health workers to 
report unusual clusters to 
state or local health de¬ 
partments. 

The Health Department 
didn't release the ages of 
the victims or address the 
severity of the illness in the 
other dozen cases. 

The six deaths happened 
this month, according to 
Health Department spokes¬ 
woman Donna Leusner. 

The facility was instructed 
not to admit new patients 
until the outbreak ends, 
and the Health Depart¬

ment said the number of 
new cases appears to be 
decreasing. 

Dr. William Schaffner, an 
infectious disease profes¬ 
sor at Vanderbilt Univer¬ 
sity Medical Center, said 
these kinds of fatalities are 
not common, but they're 
known to happen. 

"Here I think you have this 
kind of nasty combination 
of very fragile children and 
this particularly aggressive 
virus,"he said. 

The stra in in the New J ersey 
outbreak isNo. 7and is a f- 
fecting "medically fragile" 
children with severely com¬ 
promised immune systems, 


according to the Health 
Department. It has been 
associated with communal 
living and can be more se¬ 
vere 

A scientific paper cited 
by the CDC reported that 
a 1998 outbreak of type 7 
adenovirus at a pediatric 
chronic-care facility in Chi¬ 
cago claimed the lives of 
eight patients The 2001 pa¬ 
per said civilian outbreaks 
of the type 7 infection had 
not been frequently report¬ 
ed because of a lackof lab 
resources, and that the full 
impacton chronic-care fa- 
cilitiesand hospitals is likely 
underestimated. 


In New J ersey, a team was 
at the centerTuesday and 
Sunday and found "minor 
handwashing deficien¬ 
cies," the Health Depart¬ 
ment said. 

'The Health Department is 
continuing to work closely 
with the facility on infection 
control issues," the depart¬ 
ment said in a statement. 
The center helps educate 
"medically fragile children," 
according to its website. 
Messages left with the cen- 
terwere not returned. 

Gov. Phil Murphy said in 
a statement that he was 
"heartbroken" about the 
deaths and that he had 


been briefed by the health 
commissioner, Dr. Shereef 
Elnahal, who told him that 
the department is on site 
and trying to prevent the 
virusfrom spreading further. 
"I am confident that the 
steps being taken by state 
and local officials will mini¬ 
mize the impact to a II those 
who remain at the facility, 
including patients and em¬ 
ployee," Murphy said. 
Adenoviruses often cause 
mild illness, particularly in 
young children, but people 
with weakened immune 
systems are at risk of get¬ 
ting severely sick, accord¬ 
ing to the C DC .□

Police: 2 killed 
at Kentucky 
gioc eiy stole

— A male suspect fatally 
shot a man and a woman 
at a Kroger grocery store 
on the outskirts of Louisville, 
Kentucky, on Wednesday, 
and then exchanged fire 
with an armed bystander 
before fleeing the scene, 
police said. He was cap¬ 
tured shortly afterward. 

Both victims died at the 
store, said Jeffersontown 
Police Chief Sam Rogers. 
He did not say whether po¬ 
lice had determined a mo¬ 
tive. He also did not identify 
the suspect. 

Police received a call 
about 3 p.m. reporting the 
shooting, Rogers said. He 
said the suspect fired mul¬ 
tiple rounds at the man 
inside the store, and shot 
the female victim multiple 
times out in the parking lot. 
A citizen armed with a gun 
engaged the shooterin the 
parking lot, but the suspect 
was able to flee before he 
wascaptured on a nearby 
road, Rogers said. 

Eric Deacon, who identi¬ 
fied himself as an EMT, told 
The Associated Press that 
he was in the self-checkout 
lane of the store when he 
heard the first shot, in the 
pharmacy. 

He said a man came 
around the comerand 'the 


look on his face, he looked 
like he just did n't care." 
Deacon said he saw an¬ 
other man in the store with 
a gun who appeared to 
be shooting at the sus¬ 
pect, trying to get him out 
of the store. Deacon went 
outside and saw a woman 
in her mid-50s or early 60s 
who had been hit, and 
tried to resuscitate her. 

'She was gone, there's 
nothing I could do," Dea¬ 
con said. "I thinkshe justgot 
caught in the crossfire." 

As police officers swarmed 
the scene and blocked off 
the area with yellow crime 
tape, a man identified by 
the Louisville Courier Jour¬ 
nal a slim King stood in the 
parking lot waiting for his 
wife to come out. He said 
he drove to the store af¬ 
ter she called him sobbing 
to tell him what had hap¬ 
pened. 

"I said, 'What's wrong?"' 
King said in a video posted 
on the newspaper's web¬ 
site. "And she said, There's 
someone shooting up 
here.'" 

King said his wife said she 
heard popping noises, 
then someone ran around 
a comerand said, "Oh my 
God, he's killed her." 
Customers were moved to 
the back of the store, she 
said .□

Some police dogs now 
have cameras, too 


MILWAUKEE (AP) — Police 
dogs have always helped 
their human counterparts 
through their eyes and 
nose, and now some of the 
dogs are getting their own 
backup — cameras that 
transmit live video. 

Ihe devices generally at¬ 
tach to dogs' backs on a 
vest and transmit video to 
a handler watching from 
a screen, possibly on their 
wrist or around their necks. 
It's so the officers can bet- 
terassesswhatthey are up 
against before they go into 
a situation. 

"If we have a really close 
encounterwitharmed peo¬ 
ple it doesn't work out well 
for anyone," said Shawn 
Gore, Portland, Oregon, 
police K-9 officer. "If we 
can gain distance it gives 
us lots of options to negoti¬ 
ate and de-escalate." 
David Ferland, execu¬ 
tive director for the United 
States Police Canine As¬ 
sociation, a training 


gram for police dogs, said 
departments generally use 
the cameras when dogs 
go out to look for suspects, 
missing people or explo¬ 
sives—forthe dog's safety 
and for intelligence gather¬ 
ing. 

Ferland doesn't have statis¬ 
tics but he suspects fewer 
than 5 percent of agencies 
have the camerasbecause 
they a re so expensive. Most 
cost between $6,000 and 
$20,000, he sa id. 

But some K-9 academies 
are already training dogs 
with vests and cameras so 
they get used to them, Fer¬ 
land said. 

K-9 cameras started gain¬ 
ing traction about a de¬ 
cade ago after depart¬ 
ments saw their success in 
helping dogs in the military, 
he said. 

Law enforcement agen¬ 
cies generally pay for the 
cameras through dona¬ 
tions or use forfeiture or 
drug seizure money, which 


is how Portland is paying 
for its cameras. That po¬ 
lice agency has used 10 
camera son its 10 K-9s since 
about 2012 and is in the 
process of getting newer 
cameras, costing about 
$20,000 each. 

Tactical Electronics start¬ 
ed making K-9 cameras in 
2006 and has sold 5,000 to 
6,000 to law enforcement 
and military around the 
world, said Addie Ventris, 
the company's marketing 
director. 

In Wisconsin, the Muskego 
Police Department recent¬ 
ly boughtitsfirstcamera for 
its dog, Sirius, said K-9 Offi- 
cerShawn Diedrich. 

"Being able to get a lay¬ 
out of an area — whether 
it's out in the woods or in a 
house or it's in a business, 
the camera will start to give 
us that layout so when of¬ 
ficers have to go into that 
environment they can do 
it more safely," Diedrich 
saidO

HONOLULU (AP) - Super 
Typhoon Yutu crossed over 
the U.S. commonwealth of 
the Northern Mariana Is¬ 
lands early Thursday asthe 
equivalent of a category 
5 hurricane, making it the 
strongest storm to hit any 
part of the U.S. this year, 
the National Weather Ser¬ 
vice said. 

"At its peak, it felt like 
many trains running con¬ 
stant," Glen Hunter wrote 
in a Facebook message 
to Ihe Associated Press. 
Hunter lives on Saipan, the 
largest island in the com¬ 
monwealth, which is a U.S. 
territory about 3,800 miles 
(6,115 kilometers) west of 
Hawaii. 

"At its peak, the wind was 
constant and the sound 
horrifying,"he said. 
Maximum sustained winds 
of 180 mph (290 kph) were 
recorded around the eye 
of the storm, which passed 
overfinia n and Saipan ear- 
ly Thursday local time, said 
Brandon Aydlett, a meteo¬ 
rologist with the National 
Weather Service. 

There were no immediate 
reports of deaths or injuries. 
Tinian suffered a direct 
hit. Saipan and Tinian will 
be unrecognizable, Ayd¬ 
lett said, adding that the 
weather service received 
reports that Yutu's cata¬ 
strophic winds ripped roofs 
from homes and blew out 
windows. 

"Any debris becomes 
shrapnel and deadly," he 
said. 

Fallen trees could isolate 
residents, and power and 
water outages could last 
weeks, the weather service 
warned. 

'Gonna be quite a scene 
when the sun comes up," 
Hunter wrote to the AP ear¬ 


ly Thursday. 

It was still quite dark when 
he peeked outside and 
saw his neighbor's house, 
made of wood and tin, 
completely gone. A palm 
tree wasuprooted. 

Hunter, 45, has lived on 
Saipan since childhood 
and is accustomed to 
strong storms. 'We are in ty¬ 
phoon alley," he wrote, but 
added this is the worst he 
has experienced. 

Power went out the previ¬ 
ous afternoon, and Hunter 
was bracing for months 
without electricity or run¬ 
ning water. All government 
offices and schools shut 
down two days ago. A few 
gas stations ran out of gas 
by Tuesday evening, he 
said. 

'We knew it was going to 
be big,"he said, "butwow." 
The roofflew off the second 
floorof Del Benson's Saipan 
home. 


'We didn't sleep much," he 
wrote to the AP in a Face- 
book message. "I went up¬ 
stairs and the skylight blew 
out. Then the roof started to 
go. We got the kids down¬ 
stairs." 

Recovery efforts on Saipan 
and Tinian will be slow, Ay¬ 
dlett said. 'This is the worst- 
case scenario. This is why 
the building codes in the 
Marianas are so tough," he 
said. "This is going to be the 
storm which sets the scale 
for which future storms are 
compared to." 

Nearly 200 federal work¬ 
ers were in the Marianas to 
assist, Gregorio Kilili Cama¬ 
cho Sablan, the common¬ 
wealth's delegate to U.S. 
Congress, sa id on Twitter. 

Six of Saipan's 10 shelters 
were full, he wrote. 

All ports were closed, and 
flights into the Northern 
Marianas were canceled, 
he wrote. 


"The Tinian Medical Center 
sustained extensive dam¬ 
age. Fortunately no pa¬ 
tients were present," he 
wrote in a post that also 
said the Commonwealth 
Healthcare Center and 
Rota Medical Center were 
running on generator pow¬ 
er. 

Dean Sensui, vice chair for 
Hawaii on the Western Pa¬ 
cific Regional Fishery Man¬ 
agement Council, was in 
Saipan fora council meet¬ 
ing. He hunkered down 
in his hotel room, where 
guests were told to remain 
indoors because winds 
were still strong Thursday 
morning. 

"From around midnight 
the wind could be heard 
whipping by," he said in 
a Facebook message. 
"Down at the restaurant it 
sounded like a Hollywood 
soundtrack with the intense 
rain and howling wind." 


Because he's in a solid ho¬ 
tel, it wasn't as scary as 
living through Hurricane 
Iniki in 1992, which left the 
Hawaiian island of Kauai 
badly damaged, he said. 
'The fact that we still have 
Internet a c c ess proves how 
solid their infrastructure is," 
he said. "Hawaii and others 
should study the Marianas 
to understand how to de¬ 
sign and build communi¬ 
cation grids that can with¬ 
stand a storm." 

The Northern Marianas 
have a population of about 
55,000 people. 

Waves of 25 to 40 feet (6 
to 12 meters) were expect¬ 
ed around the eye of the 
storm, and flooding is likely, 
forecasters said. 

A typhoon warning was 
in effect for Saipan, Tinian 
and Rota. A tropical storm 
warning was in place for 
Guam and other southern 
island&□

LONDON (AP) — British 
Prime Minister Theresa May 
faced down herConserva- 
tive Party critics and got 
roars of approval Wednes¬ 
day even as warnings 
mounted about the dis¬ 
ruption that could be un¬ 
leashed if Britain leaves the 
European Union without a 
divorce deal. 

May tried to shore up her 
besieged leadership with a 
speech to her party's "1922 
Committee" of backbench 
lawmakers. Many of them 
oppose her attempts to 
strike a Brexit agreement 
with the EU, and some Con¬ 
servatives have called for 
herto be replaced. 

May made a call for unity 
to the dozens of legislators 
who packed a wood-pan¬ 
eled room at Parliament in 
London. 

Lawmaker Michael Fabri- 
cant said May had urged 
the party to "hang togeth¬ 
er" as negotiations with 
the EU reached their end¬ 
game, and many in the 
room had responded with 
approval. 

Journalists in the corridor 
outside could hear loud 
table-thumping at regu¬ 
lar intervals during May's 
speech. 

Rather than the lion's den 
that some had predicted, 
"itwasa petting zoo,"Fabri- 
cantsaid. 

"fhe meeting came as Brit¬ 
ain's spending watchdog, 
the National Audit Office, 
said smugglers and other 
organized criminals were 
likely to exploit gaps in bor¬ 
der enforcement in the 
event of a "no-deal" Brexit. 
The International Air Trans¬ 


port Association also 
warned there could be 
"c ha os for travelers" if back¬ 
up aviation plans weren't 
put in place quickly. 

Britain is due to leave the 
EU on March 29, but Lon¬ 
don and Brussels have not 
reached an agreement on 
their divorce terms and a 
smooth transition to a new 
relationship. "The stalemate 
has heightened fears that 
the U.K. might leave with¬ 
out a deal in place, lead¬ 
ing to chaos at ports and 
economic turmoil. 

In its report, the National 
Audit Office said that politi¬ 
cal uncertainty and delays 
in negotiations with the EU 
have hampered prepa¬ 
rations for new border ar¬ 
rangements, and the gov¬ 
ernment is now racing to 
bolster computer systems, 
increase staffing and build 


new infrastructure to track 
goods. 

The office said 11 of 12 
major projects may not be 
delivered on time orat "ac¬ 
ceptable quality." 
'Organized criminals and 
others a re likely to be quick 
to exploit any perceived 
weaknesses or gaps in the 
enforcement regime," it 
added. 

IATA, the international air¬ 
line trade body, called for 
urgent planning by Britain 
and the EU to ensure 'the 
uninterrupted continuation 
of air connectivity" — in 
otherwords,to keep planes 
flying — and to maintain 
safetyand manage bonder 
controls. 

Director General Alexan¬ 
dre de Juniac said failure 
to put such measures in 
place "could mean chaos 
for travelers and interrupt¬ 


ed supply chains." 

"A backstop contingency 
plan to keep planes fly¬ 
ing after March must be 
published, and quickly," he 
said. 

Meanwhile, the Financial 
limes reported that British 
Transport Secretary Chris 
Grayling raised at a Cabi¬ 
net meeting Tuesday the 
idea of chartering ships to 
bring in food and medi¬ 
cines through alternative 
ports if new customsc hecks 
led to gridlock on the main 
shipping route between 
Dover in England and Cal¬ 
ais in France. 

'We remain confident of 
reaching an agreement 
with the EU, but it is only 
sensible for government 
and industry to prepare for 
a range of scenarios," the 
Department for Transport 
said in a statement. 


Scottish First Minister Nic¬ 
ola Sturgeon, a Brexit op¬ 
ponent, said the govern¬ 
ment's "staggering incom¬ 
petence" made Britain 
leaving the EU without a 
deal in place 'the most like¬ 
ly outcome." 

May said this week that a 
divorce deal was '95 per¬ 
cent" done, but the two 
sides still have a "consider¬ 
able" gap over the issue of 
the border between the 
U.K.'s Northern Ireland and 
EU member Ireland. 

Britain and the EU agree 
there must be no barriers 
that could disrupt business¬ 
es and residents on both 
sidesofthe borderand un¬ 
dermine Northern Ireland's 
hard-won peace process. 
But so far, each side has re¬ 
jected the other's solution. 
May has attempted to 
break the impasse by sug¬ 
gesting that a post-Brexit 
transition period, currently 
due to end in December 
2020, could be extended 
to give more time for new 
trade and customs ar¬ 
rangements 

The EU has said it isopen to 
the proposal, but the idea 
has infuriated May's po¬ 
litical opponents on both 
sides of Britain's Brexit di¬ 
vide. 

Pro-Brexit politicians see it 
as an attempt to bind the 
country to the bloc indefi¬ 
nitely, while pno-EU politi¬ 
cians say itisa sign of May's 
weak bargaining hand and 
an attempt to stall fortime. 
May's rousing performance 
before the 1922 Commit¬ 
tee — which plays a key 
role in deciding who leads 
the Conservatives — may 
have brought a temporary 
reprieve.Q

BERUN (AP) — The killing of 
writerj amal Khashoggi has 
prompted soul-searching in 
some European countries 
about their sale of arms to 
Saudi Arabia, long one of 
the biggest buyers of so¬ 
phisticated Western weap¬ 
onry. 

While the United States 
ranks first among Saudi's 
arms suppliers, Europe, too, 
has been selling billions of 
dollars' worth of weapons 
to the kingdom for de¬ 
cades 

Appeals have mounted in 
recentdayscalling forsuch 
deals to be halted: On Sun¬ 
day, German Chancellor 
Angela Merkel said that 
arms exports to Saudi Ara¬ 
bia "can'ttake place in the 
situation we're currently in," 
citing Khashoggi's death. 
But despite the outrage, 
no European country has 
yet taken concrete action 
to change how business is 
done. 

Spain's prime minister said 
Wednesday his govern¬ 
ment would fulfill past arms 
sales contracts with Saudi 
Arabia despite his "dismay" 
over the 'terrible murder" 
of Khashoggi earlier this 
month in the Saudi Consul¬ 
ate in Istanbul. 

Pedro Sanchez told law¬ 
makers that protecting 
jobs in southern Spain was 
central to his decision last 
month to go ahead with 
a controversial bomb ship¬ 
ment to Saudi Arabia. 

In London, British Prime 
Minister Iheresa May also 
rebuffed a call from op¬ 
position lawmakers to end 
weapons sales to the Arab 
kingdom, telling Parliament 
on Wednesday that 'the 
procedures we follow are 
among the strictest in the 
world." 

Spain, Germany, Italy and 
Switzerland each account¬ 
ed for about two percent 
of Saudi Arabia's arms im¬ 
ports between 2013 and 
2017, according to figures 
compiled by the Stock¬ 
holm International Peace 
Research Institute, orSIPRI. 
France accounted for 
about 4 percent, while Brit¬ 
ain tooka 23 percent share 
of the business — behind 


the United States with 61 
percent. 

Merkel's economy minis¬ 
ter, Peter Altmaier, called 
Monday fora common Eu¬ 
ropean Union position on 
a rms sales to Saudi Arabia, 
telling a public broadcast¬ 
er that "only if all European 
countries agree would this 
make an impression on the 
government in Riyadh." 
Even if Germany were to 
stop the exports, "it will 
have no positive conse¬ 
quences ... if at the same 
time other countries fill this 
gap,"he said. 

Slovakia's Foreign Ministry 
said Wednesday it waswill- 
ing to discuss the German 
proposal. In neighboring 
Czech Republic, Foreign 
M in iste rTo ma s Petrie e k sa id 
he also supported a dis¬ 
cussion as he summoned 
the Saudi ambassador to 
Prague to tell him "any at¬ 
tacks on journalists are un¬ 
acceptable." 

But Britain's foreign secre¬ 
tary highlighted the dif¬ 
ficulty in agreeing on a 
common EU stance on 
Saudi arms exports when 
he pointed out last month 
that 'With countries like 
Saudi Arabia, countries like 
China, the way you make 
the most progress is by talk¬ 
ing to them in private." 

"If you talk about these 
things publicly you lose the 
access, they say 'we don't 
want to deal with you' and 
you put yourself in a posi¬ 


tion where you have no 
influence over what's hap¬ 
pening," J eremy Hunt told 
Sky News. 

Should Western nations ha It 
theirsales, one country that 
might step in is Russia. 
Russian and Saudi officials 
discussed possible arms 
sales including S-400 air 
defense systems during 
a landmark visit by King 
Salman last October, but 
no contract was signed. 
Saudi Arabia also has ex¬ 
pressed interest in setting 
up production of Russian 
Komet-EM anti-tank mis¬ 
siles, "IOS1A rocket launch¬ 
ers and AGS30 automatic 
grenade launchers and 
the latest version of the Ka- 
lashnikov assault rifle in their 
country. It is unclear if any 
of those deals are nearing 
implementation. 

Russia's cautious stance on 
Khashoggi's murder could 
be changing that, experts 
say. 

Kirill Semenyov, a Middle 
East expert on the Foreign 
Affairs Council which advis- 
esthe Kremlin, sa id the Sa u- 
diswould be looking foral- 
tematives like Russia if one 
of their key partners were 
to pull out of the deals 
"If the U.S. or Britain were to 
renege on the contracts 
to supply fighter jets or 
other weapons like tanks, 
it would be a serious blow, 
that would push Saudi Ara¬ 
bia to buy arms from Rus¬ 
sia like T-90 tanks or Su-35 


planes,"he said. 

A sizeable Russian business 
delegation on Tuesday de¬ 
scended on an investment 
conference in Riyadh to 
show that Moscow is un¬ 
fazed by the accusations 
a gainst the royal family. 

Kirill Dmitriev, chairman of 
the state-owned Russian 
Direct Investment Fund, 
told state-owned Rossiya 
24 channel that 'Saudi 
partners are appreciative 
of our balanced position." 
"We continue to cooper¬ 
ate with Saudi Arabia's in¬ 
vestment fund and other 
partners,"he added. 
Dmitriev likened the investi¬ 
gation into Khashoggi's kill¬ 
ing to recent accusations 
leveled against Russia over 
the poisoning of a former 
Russian spy in Britain and 
cyber-attacks around the 
world. 

'There's a lot of speculation 
and unverified information 
around,"he said. 

French government spokes¬ 
man Benjamin Griveaux 
said Wednesday that Par¬ 
is will agree to sanctions 
against Saudi Arabia only 
if it's proven they are to 
blame in the journalist's kill¬ 
ing. 

"As long as these facts are 
not corroborated by our 
intelligence services, we 
will withhold our response," 
Griveaux said. "But once 
the light is made, that 
these facts are corrobo¬ 
rated by our services, and 


in the event that Saudi Ara¬ 
bia 's responsibility is proven, 
then we will draw the con- 
sequencesand we will take 
sanctions. And I will tell you 
something, it would not be 
just a bout wea pons." 
DiederikCops,a researcher 
at the Flemish Peace Insti¬ 
tute in Belgium, suggested 
thatthe Europeanfocuson 
military goods would have 
been more appropriate 
years ago in reaction to 
the Yemen conflict, where 
Saudi relies heavily on for¬ 
eign arms and equipment. 
It may have taken the 
Khashoggi killing to force a 
change, he said. 

"Most governments are 
threatening with arms and 
questioning arms exports 
because they know that is 
the most strong ... political 
pressure instrument they 
can use at this moment to- 
wa rd the Sa ud is," he sa id. 
But, he added, it's hard to 
tell if a global initiative on 
prohibiting arms exports to 
Saudi Arabia will take hold 
because of geopolitical 
and economic factors. 
Rights groups have long 
called unethical the multi- 
billion-dollar U.S. and Euro¬ 
pean arms sales to Saudi 
Arabia, fordecadesone of 
the world's largest buyersof 
weapons. They point to the 
growing number of civilian 
casualties in Yemen's on¬ 
going civil war, in which the 
Saudis lead a mostly Arab 
coalition against Iranian- 
supported Shiite rebels 
known as the Houthis. 

Calls for the deals to be 
suspended have often sur¬ 
faced in the wake of air- 
strikes by the U.S.-backed, 
Saudi-led coalition fight¬ 
ing against the Iranian- 
supported Shiite rebels in 
Yemen. The airstrikes have 
killed hundreds of Yemeni 
civilians, including women 
and children, since the 
commencement of the 
war in 2015. 

After an August airstrike hit 
a bus carrying Yemeni chil¬ 
dren on theirway to school 
in the country's north, kill¬ 
ing more than 40, Human 
Rights Watch said the inci¬ 
dent highlighted the "cal¬ 
lous indifference of the 
Western powers enthusias¬ 
tically arming the Saudi-led

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Netanyahu: If not for Israel, Hamas would topple Abbas

raeli Prime Minister Benja¬ 
min Netanyahu vowed on 
Wednesday to maintain a 
permanent Israeli military 
force in the West Ba nk, say- 
ing that if it weren't for Is¬ 
raeli troops stationed there 
Palestinian President Mah¬ 
moud Abbas would be 
"overrun in two minutes" by 
Ha mas militants. 

Netanyahu told a major 
Jewish conference that 
Israel doesn't have the lib¬ 
erty to repeat its mistake in 
Gaza, where Hamas vio¬ 
lently seized control from 
Abbas after Israeli forces 
withdrew from the coastal 
strip. Asked about his vision 
for the West Bank, Netan¬ 
yahu said he preferred to 
avoid labels such as "Pal¬ 
estinian state." But he did 
make clear his view that 
Abbas, known by his nick¬ 
name Abu Mazen, and his 
Palestinian Authority owe 
their very existence to Isra¬ 
el's protection, and directly 
benefit from the presence 
of Israeli troops. 


'They'd be overrun in two 
minutes A couple of years 
ago we uncovered a plot 
of 100 Hamas men to over¬ 
throw Abu Mazen. Over¬ 
throw? Kill him. Not kill him 
politically. Kill him. So, if we 
weren't there, they'd not 
be there, which is exactly 


what happened when we 
left Gaza," Netanyahu told 
an assembly of the J ewish 
Federation of North Ameri¬ 
ca. 

Israel withdrew from the 
Gaza Strip in 2005, evacu¬ 
ating its settlements there 
and pulling back all its 


troops. The following year, 
Hamas won parliamentary 
elections and a year after 
that, it violently overthrew 
forces loyal to Abbas and 
has since ruled the territory 
with an iron fist. 

As part of interim peace 
deals in the 1990s, the West 


Bank was carved up into 
autonomous and semi- 
autonomous Palestinian 
areas, known as Areas A 
and B, and Area C, which is 
under exclusive Israeli con¬ 
trol and home to dozens of 
Israeli settlements. 

Previous peace talks have 
come to a deadlock over 
how much of the territory 
would become part of the 
future Palestinian state. 
Nabil Abu Rdeneh, an Ab¬ 
bas spokesman, said the 
only way to achieve peace 
and stability wasthrough a 
Palestinian state on the en¬ 
tire West Ba nk, with ea st J e- 
rusalem asitscapital. 
"Otherthan that, it is just ex- 
cusesto keep the occupa¬ 
tion," he said, adding that 
continued occupation and 
settlements "will only lead 
to instability and violence." 
After yea rs of rejecting the 
concept, Netanyahu ulti¬ 
mately agreed to the idea 
of a demilitarized Palestin- 
ia n state in 2009. But he has 
since walked it back some, 
faced with pressure from 
his more hard-line coalition 
partners^ 


Anti-India protests in Kashmir aftertroops kill 2 rebels

SRINAGAR, India (AP) — 

Government forces killed 
two rebels during a gun- 
battle on the outskirts of dis¬ 
puted Kashmir's main city 
on Wednesday, sparking 
violent anti-India protests 
by residents, police said. 
Indian troops laid siege to 
a neighborhood in Srinagar 
following a tip that militants 
were hiding there, police 
said. 

The searches by troops 
triggered an exchange 
of gunfire resulting in the 
deaths of two militants and 
injuries to four soldiers and 
two counterinsurgency po¬ 
licemen. 

Residentssaid Indian troops 
burned a civilian home 
where the rebels took ref¬ 
uge during the fighting. 

The fighting sparked pro¬ 
tests and clashes as resi¬ 
dents tried to march to the 
site of the battle in solidarity 
with the militants Chant¬ 
ing slogans in favor of the 
militants and demanding 


an end to Indian rule over 
Kashmir, the demonstrators 
threw stones at police and 
paramilitary soldiers, who 
fired warning shots, shot¬ 
gun pelletsand teargasto 
quell the protests. At least 
half a dozen people were 
injured. 

Later Wednesday, thou¬ 
sands participated in the 
funerals of slain militants 


in the villages in southern 
Kashmir. Some armed as¬ 
sociates turned up at the 
funeral of one of the slain 
rebels, Sabzar Sofi, and 
fired their guns in air to sa¬ 
lute their fallen comrade 
amid loud pro-freedom 
slogans from the mourners, 
witnesses said. Sofi was a 
doctorate student before 
joining the militants and his 


death triggered protests 
and clashes in his home 
area. 

Authoritiessuspended inter¬ 
net service on cellphones 
and ordered schools shut in 
Srinagar, a common tactic 
to discourage further pro¬ 
tests and dissemination of 
protest videos 
Separatist leaders who 
challenge India's sover¬ 
eignty over Kashmir called 
fora general strike on Thurs¬ 
day to protest the killings. 
In a statement, the leaders 
said "India's stubbornness 
and repressive policies in 
Kashmir a re forcing the ed¬ 
ucated youth toward the 
path of armed resistance 
and martyrdom." 

The region witnessed mas 
sive anger, anti-India pro¬ 
tests and shutdowns amid 
a security lockdown fol¬ 
lowing the killing Sunday of 
seven civilians in an explo¬ 
sion afterthree local rebels 
died in a gunfight in the 
southern Kulgam area. 

Last week, two local rebels, 


a civilian and a counter¬ 
insurgency police official 
were killed in fighting in Sri¬ 
nagar. 

India and Pakistan each 
administer part of Kashmir, 
but both claim it in its en¬ 
tirety. Most Kashmiris sup¬ 
port rebel demands that 
the territory be united ei¬ 
ther under Pakistani rule or 
as an independent coun¬ 
try, while also participat¬ 
ing in civilian street protests 
against Indian control. In 
recent years, mainly young 
Kashmiris have displayed 
open solidarity with the reb¬ 
els and sought to protect 
them by engaging troops 
in street clashes during mili¬ 
tary operations 
Rebels have been fighting 
Indian control since 1989. 
India accuses Pakistan of 
arming and training the 
rebels, a charge Pakistan 
denies. 

Nearly 70,000 people have 
been killed in the uprising 
and the ensuing Indian mili¬ 
tary era ckdown.Q

Embassy officials met with 
the freelance journalist, 
J umpei Yasuda, at an im¬ 
migration center in south¬ 
ern Turkey nearthe border 
with Syria. 

'We are extremely pleased 
that we have confirmed 
the safety of Mr. J umpei 
Yasuda," Kono told report¬ 
ers. 

Yasuda was kidnapped in 
2015 by al-Qaida's branch 
in Syria, known at the time 
as the Nusra Front, after 
contact with him was lost 
in June that year. A war 
monitoring group said he 
was most recently held by 
a Syrian commander with 
the Turkistan Islamic Party, 
which mostly consists of 
C hinese jiha d is in Syria. 

"My name is J umpei Ya¬ 
suda, J apanese journalist. I 
have been held in Syria for 
40 months," Yasuda said, 
somewhat haltingly, in Eng¬ 
lish in commentsbroadcast 
byjapan'sNHKpublic tele¬ 
vision. "Now I am in Turkey. 
Now I am in safe condition. 
Thank you very much." 

NHK said the video was 
shot inside the immigration 
center and was released 
by the local government in 
Turkey's Hatay province. 
News of Yasuda's release 
came late Tuesday from 
Qatar, which helped in 
obtaining his freedom 
along with Turkey and oth¬ 
er countries in the region, 
Japanese Chief Cabinet 
Secretary Yoshihide Suga 
said. 

Asked if a ny ra nso m wa s in- 
volved, Suga said, 'There is 
no factthat ransom money 
waspaid." 


Yasuda'swife, a singerwho 
goes by the name Myu, 
was on a live talk show on 
Japanese television and 
shed tears when she heard 
Kono confirm that her hus¬ 
band was safe. "First I want 
to tell him welcome back, 
and then praise him for 
enduring," she said. "I'm so 
glad he survived." 

Yasuda's parents earlier 
said they couldn't wait to 
see their son return home. 

"I was just praying for his 
safe return," his mother Sa¬ 
chiko Yasuda, 75, told Ja¬ 
pan's NHK public television 
as she and her husband 
stood in front of their home 
outside Tokyo, holding a 
'thousand cranes" well- 
wishing origami ornament 
that she had added to ev¬ 
ery dayforthree years. 
Prime Minsiter Shinzo Abe 
promised the govern¬ 
ment would help arrange 
the earliest possible return 
home for Yasuda. He said 
Yasuda appeared in good 


health, an indication he 
would be fit to travel when 
his travel documents and 
otherproceduresare com¬ 
plete. 

Yasuda started reporting 
on the Middle East in the 
early 2000s. He was taken 
hostage in Iraq in 2004 with 
three other J apanese, but 
wasfreed afterlslamic cler¬ 
ics negotiated his release. 
His la st work in Syria involved 
reporting on his friend Kenji 
Goto, a Japanese journal¬ 
ist who was taken hostage 
and killed by the Islamic 
State group. 

Contact was lost with Yasu¬ 
da afterhe senta message 
to another J apanese free¬ 
lancer on June 23, 2015. In 
his la st tweet two days ear¬ 
lier, Yasuda said his report¬ 
ing was often obstructed 
and that he would stop 
tweeting his location and 
activities. 

Several videos showing a 
man believed to be Yasu¬ 
da have been released in 


the past year. 

In one video released 
in July, a bearded man 
thought to be Yasuda said 
he was in a harsh environ¬ 
ment and needed to be 
rescued immediately. 

The governor of Turkey's 
southern Hatay province, 
Erdal Ata, said Wednesday 
that Yasuda was rescued 
as a result of efforts by Turk¬ 
ish intelligence and security 
units. Ata said Yasuda had 
no identification with him 
when he was brought from 
Syria, which he had en¬ 
tered illegally, and that he 
would be handed over to 
Japanese officials as soon 
as necessary procedures 
on the Turkish side are com¬ 
pleted. 

Syria has been one of the 
most dangerous places for 
journalists since the con¬ 
flict there began in March 
2011, with dozens killed or 
kidnapped. 

Yasuda's release came as 
al-Qaida branches have 


become so weakthatthey 
are nearly unable to oper¬ 
ate, giving them less rea¬ 
son to hold hostages to 
raise ransom for acquiring 
weapons, Hiroyuki Aoya- 
ma, a Tokyo University of 
Foreign Studies professor 
and expert on Syria, told 
NHK. Several journalists are 
still missing in Syria and their 
fates a re unknown. 

Those missing include Aus¬ 
tin Tice of Houston, Texas, 
who disappeared in Au¬ 
gust 2012 while covering 
the conflict, which has 
killed some 400,000 people. 
A video released a month 
later showed him blind¬ 
folded and held by armed 
men, saying 'Oh, J esus." He 
has not been heard from 
since. 

Tice isa formerMarine who 
has reported forThe Wash¬ 
ington Post, McClatchy 
Newspapers, CBS and 
other outlets, and disap¬ 
peared shortly after his 31st 
birthday. 

Another is British photo jour¬ 
nalist John Cantlie, who 
appeared in Islamic State 
group propaganda videos 
Cantlie has worked for sev¬ 
eral publications, including 
The Sunday Times, The Sun 
and The SundayTelegraph. 
He was kidnapped with 
American journalist James 
Foley in November 2012. 
The IS beheaded Foley in 
August 2014. 

Lebanese journalist Samir 
Kassab, who worked for Sky 
News, was kidnapped on 
Oct. 14, 2013, along with a 
colleague from Mauritania, 
Ishak Moctar, and a Syr¬ 
ian driver while on a trip in 
northern Syria. 

In March 2014, two Spanish 
journalists— correspondent 
Javier Espinosa and pho¬ 
tographer Ricardo Garcia 
Vila nova — were released 
six months after being kid¬ 
napped by an al-Qaida- 
linked group.Q 
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Fascist? Populist? Debate over describing Brazil's Rolsonaio

NO DEJANEIRO (AP) — The 

front-runner in Brazil's presi¬ 
dential race says he wants 
to liberalize a largely closed 
economy, so why is he be¬ 
ing called a "populist 1 ? His 
speeches are laden with 
referencesto violence, but 
does such language de¬ 
serve to be described as 
■far-right"? 

And is J air Bo Iso nano being 
'fascist"when he makesde- 
rogatory comments about 
blacks, Indians and gays? 
What about when he says 
political opponents should 
be shot or waxes nostalgic 
about the 1964-1985 dicta¬ 
torship? 

As Sunday's election ap¬ 
proaches, the seven-term 
congressman is the focus 
of fierce debate in Bra¬ 
zil and beyond over how 
to describe a candidate 
whose eclectic mix of poli¬ 
cies and harsh language 
thrills supporters and terri¬ 
fies detractors. Bolsonaro's 
rise parallels that of other 
politicians worldwide who 
often employ similar rheto¬ 
ric, including U.S. President 
Donald Trump, Philippines 
President Rodrigo Duterte 
and several leaders across 
Europe. 

His opponent, Fernando 
Haddad, frequently says 
Bolsonaro is "extreme" and 
represents "a risk" to de¬ 
mocracy. Haddad's Work¬ 
ers' Party has gone so faras 
to liken Bolsonaro to Adolf 
Hitler and the Nazi Party in 
campaign videos 
So what adjectives a re ap¬ 
propriate for the former 
military man? Opinions 
abound. 

'The press insists on calling 
him a right-wing populist," 
Jesus Silva Herzog Mar¬ 
quez, a political consultant 
in Mexico, recently wrote in 
his blog. "He is not. He is a 
fascist, and it's important to 
make the distinction." 
Bolsonaro "is not a fascist, 
but rather a pre-modem, 
conservative candidate 
from the 19th century," 
said Carlos Pereira, a politi¬ 
cal analyst with think tank 
Getulio Vargas Foundation 
in Rio de J aneiro. "He never 
modernized." 

The debate comes in part 
because Bolsonaro's policy 


positions are sometimes at 
odds with his public state¬ 
ments and with the narra¬ 
tive that he pushes about 
himself: that he is a tough, 
no-frills former army cap¬ 
tain ready to annihilate 
criminals and corrupt poli¬ 
ticians for the good of the 
nation. 

Take the term populist, 
which many local and for¬ 
eign news agencies rou¬ 
tinely use to describe him. 
Bolsonaro's rhetoric em¬ 
phasizes 'the people" 
against 'the elite," words 
that encompass the most 
common definitions of the 
term. But experts note that 
what he has promised to 
do with the economy, the 
largest in Latin America, 
can hardly be called pop¬ 
ulist. 

He has said economic ad¬ 
viser Paulo Guedes, a Uni¬ 
versity of Chicago-trained 
economist and banker, will 
asfinance minister oversee 
a majoroverhaul, including 
reforming the pension sys¬ 
tem, sharply cutting spend¬ 
ing and undertaking mas¬ 
sive privatizations. 


Perhaps the biggest de¬ 
bates center around the 
terms "hard right," "far right" 
or "extreme right."lhe can¬ 
didate himself takes issue 
with these descriptions. 

"I'm not on the extreme 
right. Show me an act that 
makes me extreme right," 
said Bolsonaro earlier this 
month during an event in 
Rio dej aneiro. 

He apparently believes 
the description arises from 
his past statements on im¬ 
migration. Bolsonaro has 
called immigrantsfrom sev¬ 
eral poorcountries"scum of 
the world" and said during 
the same event that Brazil 
cannot become a "country 
of open borders." 

"I'm an admirer of President 
Trump. He wants America 
to be great. I want Brazil to 
be great,"he added. 
French congresswoman 
Marine Le Pen, who is de¬ 
scribed by many news or¬ 
ganizations, including The 
Associated Press, as 'far- 
right," said the term does 
not apply to Bolsonaro. 

"I don't see Mr. Bolsonaro 
as an extreme-right can¬ 


didate," she said during 
an interview with station 
French 2 this month. "He 
says unpleasant things that 
would be unacceptable in 
France. The cultures a re dif¬ 
ferent." 

But news organizations, 
academics and political 
consultants defend their 
use of the terms based on 
Bolsonaro's state me nts that 
range from a denigration 
of blacks, gays and indig¬ 
enous peoplesto assertions 
tha t Wo rke rs' Pa rty sta Iwa rts 
should be shot. 

Folha de S. Paulo, one of 
Brazil's leading daily news¬ 
papers, put the debate 
front and center earlier this 
month when it publicly de¬ 
bated a memo that had 
been sentto the newsroom 
that said Bolsonaro could 
be described as"right-wing" 
but not "extreme right." 

The terms "extreme left" 
or "extreme right" are 'Tor 
groups that practice or 
preach violence as a po¬ 
litical method," the memo 
said. 

Letters-to-the-ed itor c ritic iz- 
ing and supporting the de¬ 


cision poured in, and the 
paper's ombudsman re¬ 
viewed the issue. Her take: 
the newspaper was wrong 
in not calling Bolsonaro "ex¬ 
treme right." 

Paula Cesarino Costa wrote 
that the term fit because 
Bolsonaro had explicitly de¬ 
fended the violation of hu¬ 
man rights, questioned the 
rights of minorities and de¬ 
nied that the military gov¬ 
ernment had been a dicta¬ 
torship that used torture. 
Folha and other mainstays 
of the Brazilian press "don't 
seem interested in the his¬ 
torical dimension of this un¬ 
derstanding," she said. 

The most controversial 
term sometimes used to 
describe Bolsonaro and his 
campaign is 'fascist," and 
its use goes beyond oppo¬ 
nents or social media trolls 
On Sunday, former Presi¬ 
dent Fernando Henrique 
Cardoso said comments 
by one of Bolsonaro's sons, 
a congressman and close 
adviser, "smelled of fas¬ 
cism." Video surfaced of 
Eduardo Bolsonaro arguing 
during a talk in J uly that the 
country's top court could 
be shut down with just a 
few soldiers if for any rea¬ 
son his father was not al¬ 
lowed to assume office. 
Bolsonaro advocates for 
strong, even authoritarian 
leadership and exalts the 
state over the individual, 
central tenants of fascism. 
Hiscampaign motto is: "Bra¬ 
zil above all, God above 
everybody." 

But people who argue that 
the term does not apply 
note that it'sa huge leap to 
talk about Bolsonaro in the 
same category as Italian 
strongman Benito Musso¬ 
lini, the first to use the term 
in the early 20th century, 
or Hitler, who oversaw the 
extermination of millions of 
J ews 

'We need to stay alert in 
the future," wrote Helio Gu- 
rovitz, a prominent blogger 
for Brazilian G1 news por¬ 
tal. "But today the gener¬ 
alizing of terms of precise 
historic significance, such 
as 'fascism' or 'Nazism,' is 
a categorical error that 
only serves to nourish (Bol¬ 
sonaro's) campaign and 
obscure the real risks he 
represents."q

"Looking forward to teeing 
it as No. 1," Koepka said.

BOSTON (AP) — The Fen¬ 
way Funhouse proved too 
tricky, too cold and just too 
much forthe beach boys 
Andrew Benintendi, J .D.

The 
108-win Red Sox got a solid 
effort from their bullpen af¬ 
ter an expected duel be¬ 
tween aces Chris Sale and 
Clayton Kershaw never de¬ 
veloped. 

From the get-go, old Fen¬ 
way Pa rkcaused allsortsof 
problems forthe Dodgers. 
Mookie Betts led off forthe 
Red Sox with a popup that 
twisted first baseman David 
Freese as he tried to navi¬ 
gate the tight foul space 
nearthe standsand gauge 
the gusts. Lost, he overran 
the ball and itdropped be¬ 
hind him. 

'You never really know," Be¬ 
nintendi said. ,r The flag will 
be blowing one way, and 
the wind isactually blowing 
the other. You have to be 
on yourtoespretty much." 
Given a second chance, 
Betts lined a single that set 
up a two-run first inning. 

"It was important for us to 
score first and kind of put 
some pressure on them,"he 
said. 

In the seventh, newly in¬ 
serted left fielder J oc Ped¬ 
erson looked hesitant as he 
chased Benintendi'ssoftfly, 
rushing toward the seats 
that jut out down the line. 
The ball ticked off his glove 
for a ground-role double, 
and soon Nunez connect¬ 
ed off Alex Wood to break 
open a 5-4game. 

'We didn't play the de¬ 
fense that we typically do.

Chantsof "Beat LA!" began 
early, Kershaw got heckled 
with a sing-song serenade 
and Dodgers villain Manny 
Machado heard loud boos 
all evening. 

Only one person wearing 
Dodgerblue drew a cheer: 
Roberts, saluted in pre¬ 
game introductions for the 
daring steal that turned the 
tide in Boston's 2004 play¬ 
off comeback against the 
Yankees. 

"I think we had the ad¬ 
vantage tonight with the 
weather and stuff. We've 
been playing through it,"

It was 53 degrees at first 
pitch and it dropped into 
the mid-40s by the end. 
"fhatwasthe coldestgame 
for Los Angeles this season 
and quite a contrast from 
last year's World Series, 
when it was a record 103 
degrees for the opener at 
Dodger Stadium against 
Houston. 

'We won Game 1 last year 
and lost the Series, so may¬ 
be we'll try it out this way. 
See if we can win one,"Ker¬ 
shaw said. 

Game 2 is Wednesday 
night, when it's supposed 


to be even colder. David 
Price, fresh from beating 
Houston in the ALCSclinch¬ 
er, starts against Hyun-Jin 
Ryu. 

Both teams rely heavily on 
analytics, and it showed: 
With each manager 
searching forthe most ben- 
eficial matchup, the clubs 
combined to use 12 pitch¬ 
ers and six pinch-hitters. 
Benintendi scored three 
times for Boston, trying for 
its fourth championship in 
15 seasons 

Matt Kemp homered and 
J ustin Turner had three hits 
forthe Dodgers, aiming for 
their first crown since 1988. 
Machado drove in three 
runs, and his RBI grounderin 
the fifth inning made it 3-all. 
Boston retook the lead 
in the bottom half when 
Xander Bogaerts hustled 
to beat out a potential 
inning-ending double play 
— Dodgers reliever Ryan 
Madson seemed to cele¬ 
brate a little too early. 
Rafael Devers followed 
with an RBI single, making 
it 5-3 and giving himself 
an early birthday present. 
He turned 22 at midnight, 
three minutes before the 
game ended. 

Martinez, who led the ma¬ 
jors with 130 RBIs, gave the 
crowd a scare when his 
foot slipped rounding sec¬ 


ond base on a run-scoring 
double in the third. He fell 
hard, but soon got up. 
Steve Pearce, ruled safe 
at first on a replay review, 
scored from there on Mar¬ 
tinez's double. The ball hit 
a metal garage-type grate 
on the far center-field wall 
and took a weird carom, 
giving Pearce extra time to 
score.

A day before this opener, 
Kershaw and most of the 
Dodgers pooh-poohed 
the prospect that Fenway 
would cause them trouble. 
Most of them had never 
played at the oldest ball¬ 
park in the majors, built in 
1912, but said they were 
sure they'd be OK. 

It didn't quite tum out that 
way in their first trip to Fen¬ 
way since 2010. 

Besides, clubs coming 
to Beantown have other 
thingsto worry about. 

"I think the biggest chal¬ 
lenge for a team coming 
in here is you're playing the 
Boston Red Sox," Eovaldi 
said Monday. 

The only other time the 
Dodgers and Red Sox met 
in the World Series was 1916, 
when Babe Ruth helped 
pitch Boston to the champi¬ 
onship. Those games were 
at Braves Field, the bigger 
home park of the city's Na¬ 
tional League franchise. 
Kershaw and Sale each 
started out wearing 
short sleeves, but neither 
warmed to the possibility of 
the marquee matchup. In 
similar outings, both were 
pulled before getting an 
out in the fifth. 

Kershaw took the loss in his 
first appearance at Fen¬ 
way, tagged for five runs 
on seven hits and three 
walks. The three-time NLCy 
Young Award winnerfell to 
9-9 in the postseason, his 
October results falling short 
of his brilliant regular-sea¬ 
son resume.

NEW YORK (AP) — Apple 
offers you a simple trade¬ 
off with its new iPhone XR, 
the middlebrow cousin to 
the top-of-the-line iPhone 
XS. 

On one hand, the XR lacks 
the high-resolution screen 
and dual-lens camera 
found on the XS. On the 
other, you'd save at least 
$250 and still get most of 
the other cutting-edge fea- 
turesfound on the more ex¬ 
pensive model. 

Based on several days of 
testing, it looks like Apple 
made the right cost-cut- 
ting trade-offs with the XR, 
which startsselling Friday for 
about $750. Ihe standard 
XS starts at about $1,000; 
its supersized cousin, the XS 
Max, goesfor$100 more. 
The XR falls between the 
XS and the Max in size. Its 
screen is about 7 percent 
larger than the XSand 12 
percent smaller than the 
Max. But the XR is closer in 
width to larger Phones such 
as the Max and older Plus 
models, so anyone upgrad¬ 
ing from an iPhone 7 or 8 
will have to get used to a 
new grip. 

As with the XS, the XR's dis¬ 
play extends close to the 
phone's edges, translating 
to 45 percent more screen 
space than the iPhone 8 
and 6 percent more than 
the 8 Plus The XR and the 
XSboth use facial recogni¬ 
tion to unlock the phone, 
and both have a notch at 
the top for sensors, similar 


to shades on a cafs wind¬ 
shield. The notch will take 
getting used to. 

Speaker quality on the XR 
and the XS were compa¬ 
rable, and the mics on all 
new modelsofferstereo re¬ 
cording for the first time. 

The phone displays, howev¬ 
er, are different, and those 
disparities can make a dif¬ 
ference. The screens on 
both XS models have bet¬ 
ter contrast and more vi¬ 
brant colors than the stan¬ 
dard LCD screen on the 
XR. Autumn leaves in the 
cartoon 'The Secret Lives of 
Pets"stand out more, while 
greater hints of orange ap¬ 
peared in a space drama's 
rocket exhaust flames. 
Whites are whiter, making 


the screen appear brighter 
even though it's not. 

The XR screen also falls 
short of full high definition, 
unlike the XS displays, al¬ 
though it can display vid¬ 
eo at 720p quality. Apple 
says that with LCD screens, 
higher resolution drains the 
battery faster, a trade-off 
that's minimal with the XS 
because its screen doesn't 
need a backlight. 

That said, the differences 
are often hard to spot, 
even with the phones side 
by side. Where quality re¬ 
ally matters, you'll probably 
want a bigger screen such 
asa tabletora "IV anyway. 
Although the Max has the 
largest battery in an iPhone, 
the XR was typically on par 


with or exceeded the Max 
in battery performance 
when viewing video, at 
least at lower or medium 
brightness. In any case, ei¬ 
ther phone should give you 
enough battery life for rou¬ 
tine use. Cameras improve 
with each generation , and 
the new iPhones a re no dif¬ 
ferent. For many shots, the 
new iPhones blend four 
exposures rather than two, 
allowing for better light¬ 
ing balance and more 
detail. In some shots taken 
in suboptimal conditions 

— against direct sunlight 

— the XR still showed trees 
in dimly lit areas, while last 
year's iPhone X produced 
pitch back. The new cam- 
erasalso have betterfocus 


and low-light capabilities. 
What's missing in the XR 
is a second rear lens for 
double the magnification. 
Instead, the XR uses soft¬ 
ware zoom, which reduces 
quality. Of course, the stan¬ 
dard iPhone 7 and 8 didn't 
have a second lens either, 
although their Plus models 
did, as did the iPhone X. 
Both XS models also have 
two lenses Despite lack¬ 
ing a second lens, the XR 
lets you blur backgrounds 
in some shots, a feature 
many phonesare now get¬ 
ting. The XR does this with 
software, though it works 
only with people in the 
foreground, while the XS 
can do statues and monu¬ 
ments Two more points of 
comparison. The XS has 
slightly better water resis¬ 
tance — good to a depth 
of 2 meters (2.2 yards), 
compared with just 1 meter 
on the XR. But the XR offers 
a budget storage-upgrade 
option: $50 for 128 giga¬ 
bytes (up from 64 giga¬ 
bytes in the base model). 
Both XS phones also start 
at 64 gigabytes, but their 
cheapest upgrade is $150 
for 256 gigabytes. 

The only knock is the XR's 
size. Though it'sfine forpeo- 
ple with adequate pock¬ 
ets or bags, not everyone 
wantsa phone that's nearly 
as wide as the Max or the 
Plus. Pertia ps Apple will one 
day design a smaller XR 
and revive a trend of offer¬ 
ing both standard and larg¬ 
er versions for each major 
model.O

US new-home sales slump for 4th straight month

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sales 
of new U.S. homes plunged 
5.5 percent in September, 
the fourth straight monthly 
drop asthe housing market 
cools with mortgage rates 
rising. 

The Commerce Depart¬ 
ment said Wednesday that 
newly built homes sold at 
a seasonally adjusted an¬ 
nual rate of 553,000 last 
month. New-home sales in 
August were downwardly 
revised, erasing the previ¬ 
ously reported gain. The 
annual rate of home sales 
has dropped 15.3 per¬ 
cent since May, eliminat¬ 
ing much of the strength 
in sales from the first five 
months of 2018. 

Builders had assumed that 
a stronger econo my would 


push up sales, yeta greater 
share of new construction is 
going unpurchased. There 
is 7.1 months'supply of new 
homes on the market, the 
highest level since March 
2011 when the real estate 
bust caused by subprime 
mortgages was still weigh¬ 
ing on the economy. 
Housing hasfound itself in a 
downturn in recent months 
despite the unemployment 
rate falling to a nearly half- 
century low of 3.7 percent. 
The National Association of 
Realtors said lastweekthat 
existing-home sales — the 
largest share of the mar¬ 
ket — had plummeted 3.4 
percent in September to a 
seasonally adjusted annual 
rate of 5.15 million. 

The major culprit for the 
decline in homebuying ap¬ 
pears to be higher borrow¬ 


ing costs. 

Average 30-year mortgage 
rates have climbed to 4.85 
percent from 3.88 percent 
a year ago, according to 
mortgage buyer Freddie 
Mac. Increasing interest 
ratescan make homeown¬ 
ers less likely to upgrade to 
a new property if it requires 
them to spend more each 
month on repaying a home 
loan. 

The new-home sales report 
is volatile on a monthly ba¬ 
sis. But the declines in Sep¬ 
tember were sharpest in 
the Northeast and West, 
the two most expensive 
housing markets. New- 
home sales slipped in the 
couth and increased in the 
Midwest. 

The average salesprice has 
slumped 0.6 percent from 
a year a go to $377,200.q

TOLEDO, Ohio (AP) — A 

telecommunications com¬ 
pany faces a potential 
$63 million fine for misusing 
government money mea nt 
to help low-income people 
get phone and internet ser¬ 
vice and instead spending 
it on a yacht and private 
jet, federal regulators said. 
Ihe Federal Communica¬ 
tions Commission accused 
Toledo-based American 
Broadband and Telecom¬ 
munications Co. of creat¬ 
ing fake accounts by using 
the identities of dead peo¬ 
ple and manipulating the 
information from existing 
customers to get govern¬ 
ment reimbursements. 

Ihe company's founder, 
Jeffrey Ansted, used the 
money to buy country club 
memberships, a Ferrari 


convertible, a Florida con¬ 
dominium a nd a n $8 million 
C essna jet, the FC C sa id. 
Ansted said in a statement 
that the company told the 
FCC more than two years 
ago about "significant ad¬ 
ministrative compliance 
and reporting issues" and 
has repaid nearly all of the 
money. 

Ihe proposed fine an¬ 
nounced Tuesday was a 
surprise, he said, because 
the company had been 
working with the FCC and 
provided an independent 
auditor's assessment and 
other data. 

Ihe funds at issue came 
from the Lifeline program 
that discounts phone 
and internet service for 
about 12.5 million people

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Science Says: Sex and gender aren't the same

WASHINGTON (AP) — Anat- 
omy at birth may prompt 
a check in the "male" or 
'female" box on the birth 
certificate — but to doctors 
and scientists, sex and gen¬ 
der aren't always the same 
thing. 

"The Trump administration 
purportedly is consider¬ 
ing defining gender as 
determined by sex organs 
at birth, which if adopted 
could deny certain civil 
rights protections to an esti¬ 
mated 1.4 million transgen- 
der America ns. 

But variation in gender 
identity is a normal part of 
human diversity, the Ameri¬ 
can Academy of Pediat¬ 
rics, or AAP, stresses in a 
new policy that outlines 
how to provide supportive 
medical care fortransgen- 
deryouth. 

Here are some questions 
and answers about what 
can be sometimes blurry 
lines 

Q: Aren't sex and gender 
interchangeable terms? 


A: Sex typically refers to 
anatomy while "gender 
goes beyond biology," says 
Dr. J a son Rafferty, a pedia¬ 
trician and child psychiatrist 
at Hasbro Children's Hos¬ 
pital in Rhode Island, and 


lead author of the AAP's 
transgender policy. 

Gender identity is more an 
inner sense of being male, 
female or somewhere in 
between — regardless of 
physical anatomy, he ex¬ 


plained. It may be influ¬ 
enced by genetics and 
other factors, but it's more 
about the brain than the 
sexorgans 

And transgender is a term 
accepted across science 


and medical groups to 
mean people whose gen¬ 
der identity doesn't match 
wha t Ra ffe rty c a Ms the ir "sex 
assigned at birth." 

Q: How early can people 
tell if they're transgender? 
A: It's normal for children to 
explore in ways that ignore 
stereotypes of masculin¬ 
ity and femininity. Rafferty 
says it's whether those feel¬ 
ings and actions remain 
consistent over time that 
tells. Sometimes that hap- 
pensata young age, while 
forothers it may be adoles¬ 
cence orbeyond. 
Regardless, the pediatri¬ 
cians' policy calls for "gen¬ 
der-affirmative" care so 
that children have a safe, 
nonjudgmental and sup¬ 
portive avenue to explore 
their gender questions. 

Q: What kind of care might 
they need? 

A: Transgender people of 
all ages are more likely to 
be bullied and stigmatized, 
which can spuranxiety and 
depression and put them 
at increased risk for suicide 
attempts.O 


Shake names honor Da twin, fire god, Louisiana professor

by having one of three 
newly identified species of 
snakesfromthe Galapagos 
Islandsnamed afterhim. 
'They named one after 
Charles Darwin — that's a 
no-brainer— and one after 
the G reek god of fire, a nd 
one after me, of all peo¬ 
ple," said Robert A. Thomas 
, an environmental biologist 
and head of head of the 
Center for Environmental 
Communication at Loyola 
University New Orleans. 

The snake in question, 
a handsome critter with 


lengthwise brown and 
creamy yellow stripes, is 
called Pseud a Iso phis thom- 


asi (sood-al-SO-fisTOM-uhs- 
eye). 

"I've got a picture of it 
taped up here in the office, 
and it makes me smile ev¬ 
ery time I lookat it,"Thomas 
said. 

He's been studying snakes 
since the 1970sand began 
studying those in the Gala¬ 
pagos Islands in 1984. In 
1997, he published an over¬ 
view of Galapagos snakes 
based on features such as 
scale counts, patterns and 


othershapesand forms 
A team of Brazilian and 
Ecuadorian biologists led 
by Dr. Hussam S her of the 
Universidad de Sao Paolo 
used genetic ana lysis to re¬ 
study the snakes and work 
out their evolutionary route 
through the chain of is¬ 
lands. That study identified 
the three new species. In 
addition to Pseud a Iso phis 
thomasi, they are Pseu- 
dalsophis hephaestus, for 
the island chain's volcanic 
origins; and Pseud a Iso phis 
darwini, for the scientist 
whose theory of evolu¬ 
tion grew out of a voyage 
through the Galapagos. 
Their findings were pub¬ 
lished online Aug. 22 by 
the journal Systematic sand 
Biodiversity, and on Sept. 3 
in the Brazilian journal Pes- 
quisa. 

The scientists invited Thom¬ 
as to join the team five 
yea is ago. He shared the 
information he had col¬ 
lected and got more from 
U.S. museums. Then the oth¬ 
ers to Id him they wanted to 


name one of the new spe¬ 
cies after him, to honor his 
work studying the islands' 
snakes. 

"I had to drop off the pa¬ 
per. The rules are that you 
cannot be an author on a 
paper where something is 
named after you," Thomas 
said. "I thought about it 
deeply and decided there 
are just some fun honors 
you shouldn't passup in life. 
This is one of them." 

Thomas said the species is 
mildly venomous but not 
dangerous to people — 
only to lizards and other 
small animals. The one 
used for the species'formal 
description was 726 mil¬ 
limeters (about 28.6 inch¬ 
es) long and weighed 105 
grams(3.7 ounces). 

Thomas said he has pho¬ 
tos of the snake that he 
took in 1984, not knowing 
it was a different species 
They weren't very good, he 
said, because the snake 
was wriggling, but they did 
let him describe the belly 
scalesand backpattemO

There are so many good 
movies in theaters right 
now — thoughtful, artistic, 
well-acted and well-told 
movies that studios pre¬ 
ciously save for this time of 
year with the distant hope 
of Oscar gold in their fu¬ 
ture. The Gerard Butler sub¬ 
marine movie "Hunter Killer 
" is not one of those mov¬ 
ies — it is bombastic and 
garish, ridden with cliches, 
preposterous politics and 
diplomacy, and frenetic, 
video game energy. And it 
so often so unintentionally 
silly that it's actually kind of 
a fun watch. 

"Das Boot" this is not, nor is it 
'The Hunt for Red October," 
but you probably already 
knew that from name at 
the top of the marquee. 
In Gerard Butler parlance, 
"Hunter Killer" is the "Lon¬ 
don Has Fallen" of subma¬ 
rine movies, genetically 
engineered in a lab to en¬ 
trance the nation's dads in 
basic cable reruns for next 
25 years. The film starts out 
confusingly. An American 
submarine is torpedoed 
by a Russian sub in Russian 


waters, but back in the U.S., 
all they know is it's disap¬ 
peared, and they've got to 
go find it. The man for the 
job, Rear Admiral J ohn Fisk 
(Common) concludes, is 
Captain Joe Glass (Butler), 
who we're told is not like 
the other guys. He "never 
went to Annapolis." Why 
that makes him especially 


qualified forthis mission will 
basically remain a mystery, 
other than the fact that 
he'll readily disobey orders 
and go rogue at any op¬ 
portunity. He's seen stuff, 
guys, and not in a Naval 
Academy classroom. 

We meet him in the middle 
of nowhere, in snowy terra in 
about to shoota CGI buck 


across a glassy lake with a 
bow and arrow. But then 
he looks to the right of the 
buckand sees its CGI fam¬ 
ily close by and decides 
to lower his weapon. This 
moment lets the audience 
know a few things: a) That 
Joe Glass has empathy 
and b) that this movie has 
no subtlety. The next thing 


we know a military helicop¬ 
ter is swooping down to 
pick him up and take him 
to his sub. 

Their mission gets even 
more puzzling, as a Russian 
sub hidden in the crevasse 
of an iceberg sta rtsfiring on 
them. Back in the U.S., NSA 
worker Jayne Norquist (Lin¬ 
da Cardellini, one of three 
women in this film), decides 
Fiskneedsto send a ground 
team (Toby Stephens, Mi¬ 
chael Trucco, Ryan McPar- 
tlin and Sne Ho It) to Russia, 
which ends up feeling like 
a Peter Berg short film acci¬ 
dentally cut into a subma¬ 
rine movie. It all eventually 
comestogetherwhen they 
realize that there's been a 
coup on the Russian presi¬ 
dent, but why anyone 
makes any of these deci¬ 
sions prior to this is just baf¬ 
fling to say the least. Also 
no one seems to be able 
to communicate with any¬ 
one else, like when Cap¬ 
tain Glass decides to save 
a Russian captain played 
by the late Michael Nyqvist, 
except in an extremely piv¬ 
otal moment that makes 
you wonder why no one 
did thisearlier.Q

Maria Westbroek said ^"re¬ 
ally about redemption and 
forgiveness. People often 
can't see past the cowboy 
thing and the little jokes, 
but it's very deep and very 
positive." 

Westbroek portrays Minnie 
in the Metropolitan Opera's 
current revival, which will 
be broadcast live in HD to 
movie theaters worldwide 
on Saturday. 

The Dutch soprano pointed 
to the scene in Act One 
when Minnie readsthe min¬ 
ers a Bible lesson based on 
Psalm 51, in which David 
pleadsforforgiveness after

"She says to a II these rough 
boys, 'You know that in ev¬ 
ery one of us there is this 
supreme love in our hearts 
a nd that's a II that matters,"' 
Westbroeksaid.Later,when 
she cheatsatpokerto save 
the life of DickJ ohnson, the 
bandit she loves, "she gives 
up herideals, but I think she 
forgives herself." 

Similarly, she forgivesjohn¬ 
son for having lied to her 
about his true identity.

"Making a Murderer" film¬ 
makers were in many ways 
in a race against the clock 
to make part two of their 
documentary series, now 
available on Netflix. 

'We were in post-produc¬ 
tion from day one," said 
Moira Demos. 'We were 
shooting and editing and 
shooting and editing and 
finding the story as we 
went." 

The first "Making a Murder¬ 
er" recounted the story of 
Steven Avery and his neph¬ 
ew, Brendan Dassey, who 
were convicted in the 2005 
slaying of Wisconsin pho¬ 
to g rap her Teresa Halbach. 
Avery and Dassey are serv¬ 
ing life sentences in the kill¬ 
ing. 

Filming for the second sea¬ 
son stopped in July and 
Demosand herco-director, 
Laura Ricciardi, only hand¬ 
ed in the finished product 
to Netflix a few weeksago. 
Much of what viewers will 
see in this new season is Ste¬ 
ven Avery's attorney, Kath¬ 
leen Milner, go over the 
entire case with a fine tooth 
comb to piece together 
what may have happened 


to Halbach. She's meticu¬ 
lous with details and has 
multiple experts test various 
theories. 

In an interview with Ihe 
Associated Press, the film¬ 
makers talked about how 
they handled the attention 
on their work, criticism from 
some viewers and what 
they hope ultimately will 


come from the series 
AP: Was it hard to coverthe 
continuation of this story, 
when "Making a Murderer" 
became a part of the sto¬ 
ry? 

Demos: The attention on 
the case didn't really affect 
our process because for 
part two, in a lot of ways, 
it's the inverse of part one. 


We're in the courtroom for 
four solid episodes of part 
one and what's going on 
in part two is these legal 
teams are fighting to just 
get into court. They would 
love to be in court to be 
arguing against the other 
side about the evidence 
but that's not a guaran¬ 
tee. So there's a lot of be¬ 


hind the scenes, there's a 
lot of preparation, there's 
a lot of investigation and a 
lot of that is happening on 
private property orourfilm- 
ing with the family is on pri¬ 
vate property, so you know 
we weren't so much in the 
spotlight. We weren't out in 
public. 

AP: Season one made such 
an impact that Ken Kratz 
(the former district attorney 
of C a lumet c o unty, Wise o n- 
sin, who prosecuted Avery 
and Dassey) and others re¬ 
ceived death threats. What 
do you say to that? 
Ricciardi: It's obviously dis¬ 
appointing to hear nega¬ 
tive or threatening or po¬ 
tentially violent reactions 
or responses that people 
had. .. Obviously we have 
no control over how peo¬ 
ple respond. To the extent 
that we hoped viewers 
would be engaged and 
perhapshavea passionate 
response, we were hoping 
that that response would 
be good. So there are lots 
of people who now recog¬ 
nize that there are flaws in 
the system. "There's room for 
improvement so itwould be 
nice if we focused on po¬ 
tential reforms or just keep¬ 
ing the dialogue going.Q

WASHINGTON (AP) — When 
Washington's $500 million 
Museum of the Bible held 
its grand opening in No¬ 
vember 2017, attended by 
Vice President Mike Pence, 
there were questions even 
then a bout the authenticity 
of its centerpiece collec¬ 
tion of Dead Sea Scrolls. 
Now the museum hasbeen 
forced to admit a painful 
truth: Technical analysis by 
a team of German scholars 
has revealed that at least 
five of the museum's 16 
scrollfragmentsare appar¬ 
ent forgeries. 

"The announcement hasse- 
rious implications not only 
for the Bible Museum but 
for other evangelic a I Chris¬ 
tian individuals and institu¬ 
tions who paid top dollar 
for what now seems to be 
a massive case of archae¬ 
ological fraud. 


Jeffrey Kloha, chief cura¬ 
tor for the Museum of the 
Bible, said in a statement 
that the revelation is "an 
opportunity to educate the 
public on the importance 
of verifying the authenticity 
of rare biblical artifacts, the 
elaborate testing process 
undertaken and our com¬ 
mitment to transparency." 
"The scrolls are a collection 
of ancient J ewish religious 
texts first discovered in the 
mid-1940s in caves on the 
western shore of the Dead 
Sea in what is now Israel. 
"The massive cache of He¬ 
brew documents is be¬ 
lieved to date back to the 
days of Jesus. With more 
than 9,000 documents and 
50,000fragments, the entire 
collection tookdecadesto 
fully excavate. 

Mostofthe scrollsand frag¬ 
ments a re tig htly c o ntro lie d 
by the Israeli Antiquities Au¬ 
thority. But around 2002, a 


wave of new fragments 
began mysteriously ap¬ 
pearing on the market, de¬ 
spite skepticism from Bibli¬ 
cal scholars. 

These fragments, they 
warned, were specifically 
designed to target Ameri¬ 
can evangelical Christians, 


who prize the scrolls. That 
appearsto be exactly what 
happened; a Baptist semi- 
nary in Texasand an evan- 
gelical college in California 
reportedly paid millions to 
purchase alleged piecesof 
the scrolls. 

Also eagerly buying up 


fragments was the Green 
family — evangelical Okla¬ 
homa billionaires who run 
the Hobby Lobby chain of 
craft stores and who fa¬ 
mously sued the Obama 
administration on religious 
grounds, saying they didn't 
want to pay to provide 
their employees access to 
the morning-after pill or in¬ 
trauterine devices 
The Greens a re the primary 
backers of the Museum of 
the Bible and went on an 
archaeological acquisition 
spree in the years leading 
up to the museum's open¬ 
ing. In addition to the al¬ 
leged Dead Sea Scrolls 
fragments, the Greens ran 
afoul of the Justice De¬ 
partment, which said they 
had acquired thousandsof 
smuggled artifacts looted 
from Iraq and elsewhere. 
The family agreed last year 
to return those artifacts and 
pay a $3 million fineO

NEWYORK(AP) — From the 
age of Napoleon to De¬ 
pression-era America and 
beyond, often-unsung de¬ 
signers have brought life to 
the dining-room table. 

"I thought all tablecloths a 
bore — particularly white," 
wrote Marguerita Mengen- 
time, who gained renown 
for her tablecloth designs 
during the Depression. 
'What people needed, I 
decided, was bold dash¬ 
ing color on the table, a 
new kind of design thatyou 
couldn't resist." 

She was hardly alone in 
herquestto create 'tables- 
capes" with a bit of pizazz, 
according to a new ex¬ 
hibit at the Cooper Hewitt 
Smithsonian Design Mu¬ 
seum that explores the im¬ 
pact of design on the ritu¬ 
als and customs of dining. 
'Ta blesc apes: Designs for 
Dining" opened Oct. 5 and 
will remain on view through 
April 14, 2019. 

Ihe highlight of the show 
is an elaborate "surtout 
de table" centerpiece 
designed for Napoleon 
Bonaparte, who is believed 
to have commissioned it as 
a wedding gift for his step¬ 
son. On view for the first 
time in 30 years and newly 
conserved, it exemplifies 
how dining at the highest 
levels of wealth and power 
in 19th century France was 
a theatrical performance, 
bringing architecture to the 
tabletop in elaborate ves¬ 
sels forfood. 

At the opposite end of 
the design spectrum are 
Mengentime's casual, De¬ 
pression-era table linens, 


featuring bold colors and 
a fascination with typogra¬ 
phy and American history. 
Then there'sa futuristic work 
commissioned by 2017 Na¬ 
tional Design Award win¬ 
ners.) oe Doucetand Mary 
Ping that envisions a table- 
top in a world where popu¬ 
lation growth hasputa pre¬ 
mium on space in kitchens 
and dining areas, and sus¬ 
tainability is crucial. 

"From awe-inspiring gran¬ 
deur to vernacular wit to 
an emphasison sustainabil¬ 


ity, the exhibition provokes 
a spirited conversation 
around design's role in the 
evolution of a universal ritu¬ 
al,"saysCaroline Baumann, 
directorof the museum. 
Matilda McQuaid, deputy 
curatorial director, adds, 
"We wanted to show how 
much has changed over 
time, but also how some 
aspects have stayed the 
same." 

"Fhe show, divided into 
three galleries, begins with 
Doucet and Ping's work, 
'The Concentric and De- 
centric Tables and Seat¬ 
ing." 

The moveable structure 
features two Lazy Susans 
and built-in stools that can 
be folded in to seat a small 
group, or expanded out 
to accommodate eight 
people. The terrazzo-pat- 
temed surface, reminiscent 
of stone, is made from re¬ 
cycled food packaging. 
A close look reveals tiny 
bits of the Starbucks logo 
among the tight swirls of 
gray and green. On the 
amoeba-shaped dining 
surfaces, Doucet designed 
sleek, multi-functional dish¬ 
es meant to go directly 


from stove top to tabletop 
to fridge, along with a sleek 
set of cutlery (including 
matching chopsticks). All 
his pieces are 3-D-printed 
for greater customization. 
'The future doesn't have to 
be dystopian," says Ping. 

In the next gallery is the 
French centerpiece, creat¬ 
ed in 1805 by Pierre-Philippe 
Thomire, a Parisian sculp¬ 
tor known for creating gilt- 
bronze objects. Made in 
sections to accommodate 
a variety of table sizes, the 


centerpiece is raised slight¬ 
ly a bo ve the d ining surfa c e 
and covered in gold with a 
mirrored base. It resembles 
a sort of Versailles garden 
for the table, complete 
with elegant statuettes 
and fountain-like towers 
meant to hold beautifully 
arranged treats. 

The mirrored plateau and 
gilt-bronze surfaces would 
have reflected candlelight, 
and an actual audience 
seated alongside the table 
watched as diners ate. The 
centerpiece is put in con¬ 
text by other works in the 
gallery, including a draw¬ 
ing of a late 18th century 
centerpiece inspired bythe 
ruins of Pompeii, and an or¬ 
nate, blackened bronze 
clock of the era. 

The exhibit then shifts to¬ 
ward equally exuberant 
but decidedly more hum¬ 
ble table decor with Mer¬ 
ge ntime's work. The Ameri¬ 
can designer is best known 
for her bright modernist ta¬ 
blecloths and nap kins from 
1934 until her death in 1941. 
They were highlighted in 
popular magazines of the 
time and sold in upscale 
department stores 
'They are really about the 
communal side of dining, 
and many of them are de¬ 
signed to be conversation 
sta rters," sa ys M cQ ua id. 
Stylish and witty, many of 
Mengentime's pieces fea¬ 
ture quizzes or other con¬ 
versation starters. The 1939 
tablecloth "Food Quiz," 
for example, includes the 
printed phrase: "Do you 
dish the dirt before you dish 
the soupT'O
